were ranckt by the Officers there (Souldier-like) 
according to te number, thtee and foure a breſt, all 
the Musketieres both of the Prime and Recre deui- 
fion of Musketieres, three in Rankes and the Pikes 
Foure a breſt in the body. Captaine Fox was Leader 
thatday, Afﬀociated with Capraine Humpbrey <mith. 
So Marche chey forth the Garden, to Leader Hall, 
where the Herſeattended, with an Epieephe thereon 
diuulging to the world, the worth of that worthy 
Capraine, the Worſhipfull Company of jroxmur- 
gers, of whom he was a member ; The Maſters alſo 
of St.Thmmas Holpitall, of whom in his life time he 
was likewiſe one, attended with many more of his 
Friends, 'The number of Souldicrs that wete com- 
pleatly. Armed, both Pikes and Muskettiers- were 
Two hundred fortie foure, beſides two Captaines, 
the Marſhall, the Lieutenant, the Aferus or Enſſoxe, 
Foure Sericants, foure Drummcs, two Fifes, ' the 
Armoyrer, 


Armourer, the Gun-maker and their Seruants; and 
Sixe Gentlemen who carried the Frophies of his 
Armes before the Hearſe, The beholders thn pre- - 
fent, were at leaft Tenthouſand people, who were 
cy e-wieneflcs, that what is here related is true, The 
exaQ and Souldier-like performance and managing 
of the buſineſle, I referre_ ro the iudgement of the 
diſcreetand wife Spectators then preſent. Only I 
will intreate you ( judicious Reader) to take notice, 
that afcer he was Souldier-like Enterred, hee had 
three ſeucrall Vollies of Shot giuen.
